reposts 1175 per:ons, vic. 545 Lureomcenr, 517 Indoncsiens, and 
113 Chinese and other orientals, sentenccs varying beticen one (1) 
year and lifclong *. ~isontent. Ir this list namce may be 
found of railwer »crsonnel and tell knorm rlanters, which fact 
poesibly incicates the above-mentioned KID" operation, though 
conclusive proof is not available. 


3 Five (5) "Lists of nersons vho died befcre being sentenced 
report 504 nerecns, viz. 92 Europeruc, 117 Indenceians and 35 
Chinese and other oricntals. Random tests revealed that 
persons, who according tc sworn statcmente were tortured to 
Geath, are listed as having dicd from illness, cause of death 
"heart failure*. 


Several persons, who aceoraing to reporte died from rounds 
Curing their interrogation cold not be traced on these lists; 
the same applies to numerous po ons who died during the 
»relininary ingqucst from lack of ford and medical attention.
